WASHINGTON, Oct. 11 (AP).—

gressional efforts to giye more aid 
to Great Bfitain and Russia, two 


Senators—Adams (Dem.), Colora- 
do, and Nye (Rep.), North Dakota, 


suggested today that President 
Roosevelt tender his good offices

“Il am one of the minority group 
which believes that the President 
might offer to help in bringing 
about peace,” Adams told _ reé- 
porters. 

“While Germany might say that 
we would be pretty poor peace- 
amakers because of our aid to Brit- 
ain, we could advise all the na- 
tions involved ‘that we did not 
wish to dictate the treaty terms, 
but merely would help in any way 
we could.” 


Questions British Obligation. 


Unless -peace comes to Europe, 
Adams said, it was possible that 
“the United States may find itself 
in a position ,.where we will be 
fighting the whole world by our⸗ 
Selves.” He added that Great 
Britain would be under no obliga- 
tion; to the United States to con- 
tinue the war if she found it to 
her own interest to make peace. 

Nye asserted that Roosevelt un- 
‘doubtedly could “make a. substan- 
tial contribution toward peace” and 
added that “if our present foreign 
policy is followed to its ultimate 
end, we probably won’t have a na- 
tion left in the world which is 
friendly to us.” 


Both Roosevelt and Prime Min- 
ister Churchill of Great Britain, 
however, have declared that their 
countries would not consent to 
any peace that involved a contin- 
uation of Hitlerism. 

With the new $5,985,000,000 lease-

BERLIN,. Oct. 11 (AP).—Two 
Soviet armies bottled up in a nar- 
row strip. north of the Sea of Azov, 
in the Ukraine, have been de- 
stroyed, and German forces are 
rapidly annihilating other Russian 
units trapped in the great encircle- 
ment battle west of Moscow, on 
the central front, the high com- 
mand declared today. 

A special communique announced 
that the battle on the Azov coast 
had been victoriously concluded by 
combined German and Rumanian 
forces and said the bulk of the 
ninth and eighteenth Soviet armies 
had been wiped out. It asserted 
tanks and 519 guns destroyed “and 
innumerable >-quantities..ef other 
war materials” seized of destroyed. 

The high command reported the 
body of the commander of the 
Eighteenth Soviet Army was 
found on the battlefield. 

The new blows to Russian 
strength, the communique re- 
ported, makes a total of 106,365 
prisoners taken and*212 tanks and 
672 guns destroyed or seized on 
the southern front since Sept. 26. 

The news agency DNB declared 
Marshal Semyon Bundyonny’s 
southern flank army had been 
shattered so thoroughly that Rus- 
sia faces complete loss of the in- 
dustrially important Donets Basin 
soon., 

Operations in Moscow Area. 

While Nazi columns were report- 
ed striking at both the northern 
and southern flanks of Moscow’s 
defenses in apparent attempts: to 
encircle the capital, the regular 
daily communique said the num- 
ber of prisoners and booty taken 
on the center “is steadily increas- 
ing.” It also reported 11 Soviet 
attempts to break out on the Len- 
ingrad front yesterday failed. 

Military commentators said hun- 
dreds of thousands of dead Rus- 
sians lay on the battlefields around 
Bryansk, a focal point in the cen- 
tral front offensive. These sources 
asserted the Soviet soldiers were 
mowed down by German gunners 
as they sought to escape encircle- 
ment by crawling through the Nazi 
lines at night.

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THRE JAPANESE 
SHS TO SA FOR 
U.S. UNDER DEAL 
WITHWASHINGTON 


Vessels to Return Ameri- 
can Nationals, Repatriate 
Nipponese — Trips to 
Be First Since Freezing 
Order. 


TOKYO, Oct.11(AP)—.The Ja- 
panese Foreign Office announced 
today that “as a result of an 
agreement with the United States 
government as regards dispatch 
of Japanese vessels to America, the 
imperial government has decided 
to send three ships in turn to the 
Pacific Coast of America.” 

These will be the first such sail- 
ings since the British-American 
freezing of Japanese credits. 

The first ship to leave will be 
the Tatsuta Maru, on Oct. 15, for 
Honolulu and San Francisco. The 
Notta Maru is scheduled to sail 
from Yokohama Oct, 20 for Van- 


couver and Seattle. The Taiyo 
Maru will sail from Kobe the same 
day and call at Yokohoma two 
days later. 

Domei news agency emphasized 
that the sailings were not for the 
purpose of evacuating Japanese 
Nationals from the United States. 

United States Ambassador Jos- 
eph C. Grew would not comment, 
but other embassy sources ex- 
pressed belief there would be no 
general Japanese exodus from 
America. 

Observers, however, predicted a 
rush among native Americans and 
Americans of Japanese descent, 
particularly those of military age, 
for passage to the United States. 

Besides accommodating strand- 
ed passengers on both sides of the 
Pacific, the voyages were believed 
to have been arranged to exchange 
mail and also for transferring 
huge stocks of goods which are 
exempt from - freezing and are 
piled up at Kobe, San Francisco 
and Los Angeles. 


In Washington the State Depart- 
ment said the agreement was to 
have the vessels bring home Ameri- 
cans wishing to return to this 
country and to take back a,number 
of Japanese who have been waiting 
for transportation. 

It had been planned previously 
for the United States steamer 
President Coolidge to stop at a 
Japanese port to bring 100 Ameri- 
cans home, but the ship was denied 
this right. The department said 
it understood the three Japanese 
ships would carry no commercial 
cargo. 

It. is reported that about 600 
Japanese on the west coast are 
awaiting repatriation. 

Meanwhile Senator Gillette’

WAVES OF RAF 
BOMBERS ATTACK 
ELH INDUSTRIES 


200 Planes Strike ‘at Co- 
logne, Ruhr Towns and 
Raid Harbors in Occu- 
pied Territory. 


LONDON, Oct. 11 (AP).—Heavy 
anti-aircraft fire was heard to- 
night from the Thames estuary 
after one southeastern English 
town was shaken by a violent ex- 
plosion. German planes were re- 
ported over the area. 


LONDON, Oct. 11 (AP).—More 
than 200 British bombers roared 
across the channel in waves last 
night as the Royal Air Force, tak- 
ing advantage of improved weath- 
er conditions, renewed its offensive 
against Germany with thrusts at 
the industrial Ruhr and Rhine- 
land. 

The Air Ministry said that “pow- 
erful forces” of bombers took part 
in the attacks and declared the 
main targets were at Cologne and 
Ruhr towns, with “subsidiary” 
raids on the German-occupied 
ports of Rotterdam, Ostend, Dun- 
kerque and Bordeaux. 

Ten bombers are missing as a re- 
sult of the offensive, the Ministry 
said. 

The raids on Germany were the 
first in nine nights, weather hav- 
ing prevented extensive offensive 
operations. 

The Air Ministry disclosed that 
United States-built Havocs partici- 
pated in the thrusts, raiding Nazi- 
held airdromes, in Belgium, France 
and Holland. 

Only a few German night raid- 
ers attacked “ Britain, dropping 
bombs at two places in Eastern 
England, causing some damage 
and a small number of casualties, 
the Government said. One raider 
was officially reported shot down. 
An article in the Daily Mail by 
its air correspondent said The 
Netherlands Government in exile 
had warned residents of Rotter- 
dam by radio te move away from 
the harbor and freight yards 
against the early prospect of heavy 
British bombing. 

It was added that the Germans 


had been forced to concentrate

BERLIN, Oct. 11 (AP).—German 
bombers raided an “important” 
port on the British east coast and 
harbor works in Southwest Eng- 
land last night, while British bomb- 
ers dropped high explosive and in- 
cendiary bombs on localities in 
northwest and west Germany, the 
high command announced today. 

DNB, apparently referring to the 
east coast port, said that Hull was 
bombed.

NAZI MOVE TO SCARE OFF AID TO REDS 


MANILA, Oct. 11 (AP).—Japan 
has demanded control of French 
Indo-China’s state railways, re- 
lisble reports from Saigon said 
today.

The day before he 
made that speech he told his 
troops (as it later was dis 
closed for propaganda purposes) 
they could win “the most essen- 
tial condition for peace” if they 
smashed Russia in the decisive 
battle then beginning.

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INVADERS” SEIZE FORT 
SHELL’ NEW YORK 


Skyscrapers ‘Blasted’ With 
60,000 Pounds of High 
Explosives, 


NEW YORK, Oct. 11 (AP).—A 
force of 1500 men invaded Fort 


harbor in a mock battle early to- 
day and theoretically blasted the 
skyscrapers of Manhattan with 
more than 60,000 pounds of high 
explosives after capturing the 
strategic fort’s 16-inch coast artil- 
lery guns. 

In 30 minutes of war histrionics, 
the invaders, from Fort Hancock 
at Sandy Hook, loosed on the city 
about 40 imaginary shells, while 
500 defenders fought to dispel the 
enemy whose attack was, official- 
ly, a surprise. 

The invaders, for a while, had 
things their own way. They took 
the big guns and turned them on 
the city, “burned” the fort’s build- 
ings and “destroyed” its communi- 
cations. 

The remaining defenders were 
being mopped up when 2000 mem- 
bers of the New York Guard 
swarmed in on boats and trucks, 
swiftly turned the tide and recap- 
tured the fort. 

The attack, retaliation for a raid 
by Fort Tilden troops on Fort 
Hancock in July, was declared a 
success by Brig. Gen. Philip S. 
Gage, Fort Tilden’s commander, 
who directed the entire operation. 

The maneuver, he said, proved 
the effectiveness of the New York 
Guard and demonstrated good co- 
ordination between the State forces 
and the army.

The affairs:of the Hod Carriers’ Union are of 
more than lecal concern, however, They have @ 
bearing on the policies of the international AFL 
union, which held its national convention, the first 
in 80 years, in St. Louis only a few weeks ago, 
Racketeering charges were a big issue, but they were 
crushed by the union leadership’s steamrolier ¢con- 
trol. The pooh-poohing of the minority faction's 
charges was joined even by William Green, APL 
president, who brushed them aside by asserting that 
“ef 6,000,000 AFL members, 4,999,999 are upright, 
law-abiding eitizens.” Mr. Green must be sadly em- 
barrassed by the present disclosures from St, Louis, 

Some of the international’s leaders have been 
branded as racketeers in the New York press, and 
officers of various leeals over the country have 
been charged with irregularities, Nething was done 
about all this, but the convention did adopt a reso- 
lution eloquently denouncing “racketeering and 
gangsterism” in union ranks, and instructing the in- 
ternational president, Joseph V. Moreschi, to remove 
from office any union officer found guilty of crim- 
inal aets. This seems to give Moreschi a direct con- 
eern with what has been happening in the loeal here. 

This local has leng been dominated by four men: 
Golden, Hill, Jenkins and Hulahan. They have 
worked in close association with Joe (Buck) Newell, 
Czar of the AFL Hoisting Bngineers’ Union, and 
their metheds have greatly resembled his iron- 
handed tactics, 

It was Jenkins and Hulahan who last July called 
the strike of 2200 laborers at the small-arms ammu- 
nition plant over the firing of two water boys dis- 
charged by the management for loafing on the job. 
This senseless strike lasted four days, altheugh John 
P. Coyne, head of the AFL Building Trades Coun- 
cil, said it should neyer have been called, and al- 
though only a few days before union representa- 
tives had voted a “no stoppage of work” agreement, 
This defense strike was one of the outrages which 
have caused OPM officials within the last few weeks 
to eall the St. Louis building trades situation “the 
worst in the country.” 

Another example of high-handed control is the 
system employed in doling out jobs to union mem- 
bers. They are not permitted to work where they 
please; union officers tell them where to report, 
and those who object to the assignments may find 
themselves without jobs for a period, to teach them 
a lesson. In addition, as related in a Post-Dispatch 
news story today, there have been many complaints 
of work permits for the same job being sold over and 
over, to vietimize the men and enrich the union 
coffers. A ghoulish racket, indeed! 

The whole financial strueture of this union ought 
to be due for a thorough overhauling. Why should 
exorbitantly high fees and dues be exacted from the 
rank and file? What is done with the money that 
piles up in such large amounts that it tempts lar- 
cenous-minded men who have access te it? Why 
are the funds kept in cash in a deposit box, rather 
than in a checking account? 

This money is collected from laborers who do the 
most exhausting kind of physical work, and who 
stand near the bottom of the economic seale. The 
men who use for their own advantage the funds 
given by these men to maintain a union are guiity 
of a particularly shabby type of offense, 

The Motion Pictures Operators’ Union suffered for 
years under the dominance of John P. Nick, until

AN ATTACK UPON THE ANTI-SMOKE LAW. 

A bill whieh, in effect, would repeal the antj- 
smoke ordinance is now before the Board of Alder- 
men. It is one more warning that the people of St. 
Louis must be on constant guard against the ef- 
forts of selfish little cliques to nullify one of the 
greatest accomplishments in the city's history. 

The pending bill would amend the smoke ordi- 
nance by striking from it the provision which re- 
quires the municipal weighers to write the names 
and addresses of retail coal buyers on the weight 
tickets made out for each load of fuel, 

As Acting Smoke Commissioner James H, Carter 


has pointed out, this would make enforcement ex- | 


tremely difficult, if not practically impossible. 
Smoky soft coal can be brought into St. Louis now 
if it is intended for furnaces equipped to burn it 
smokelessly. If not, it is illegal. 

If the destination of this kind of edal is not 
clearly indicated, it will beeome necessary to follow 
each load, or to keep a constant watch on the bing

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We shall have to do something, tea, about our 
educational shortcomings.

One result of qur State Legislature’s niggardliness 
with the poor was revealed by the recent remarks of 
the seeretary of the Social Planning Council, Jerome’ 
N, Sampson, The reason so few poor families have 
taken advantage of the St. Louis §-cent-a-quart milk 
plan, he explained, is that inadequate relief appro- 
priations make it financially impossible to do so. 

Because milk is such an important foed, an. in- 
dispensable item of diet for ehildren, the Federal 
Government has subsidized its sale here, as else- 
where, to relief recipients at a nickel a quart. It 
was discovered recently that enly one-fourth of the 
eligible St. Louis families were buying at this low 
price. Lack of knowledge of the pian was first as- 
sumed to be the explanation. Mr. Sampson now fe- 
veals that the cause really is lack of nickels, 

Average August relief allowances in St. Louis, 
which are incidentally the highest in the State, were 
$15.48 for old-age pensioners, $25.10 for mothers with 
dependent children, and $16.83 to families on gen- 
eral relief.

Under the impact of Japanese 
war economy, Japan has lost a vital portion 
of her defensive strength, her self-suffi- 
ciency in food, 

While, before the Sino-Japanese war, Ja- 
pan was an exporter rather than an im- 
porter of food, the mass conscription of 
man-power for the army, navy and Japan's 
war industries has reduced her agricultural 
labor supply. Import restrictions cut down 
her supply of fertilizer. 

Therefore, since the winter of 1939, Japan 
has had to import large quantities of rice. 

Over the past two years, no other nation 
has imported as much rice from abroad 
as Japan. The need for such rice imports 
persists, and more than half the urban pop- 
ulation of Japan is now dependent upon the 
rice shipped from Formosa, Indo-China and 
Thailand to Japanese ports. 


The need for rice from Southeastern Asia, 
and Japan’s aerial weakness combine to 
cause Japan to halt in her march of con- 
quest and to enter upon the quest for 
peace. It is no accident that the third 
Konoye Cabinet, formed in July, 1941, can 
be called a Cabinet of Admirals, despite its 
rich sprinkling with Generals. 

Japan’s Admirals do not like the job in 
the South China Sea which has been im- 
posed upon them by a war economy, for 
which, in the Admirals’ opinion, the Gen- 
erals bear the principal responsibility, . 

Even a northern move against the Soviet 
Union would involve these risks, as Britain 
has declared that in such a contingency her 
Asiatic forces would launch an offensive to 
relieve her Russian ally. — 

No American observer, however, should 
safely count upon the Admirals’ reluctance 
to place their ships under the vast array of 
British, American and Australian aircraft 
assembled in Burma, Malaya, Borneo, Java 
and the Philippines, even though this re- 
luctance has been strong enough to bring 
about Japan’s near-defection from the Axis

Stocks in Dealers’ Hands Not 
Frozen by Priorities 
Order. 


— 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 11 (AP),.— 
Defense officials. voiced the belief 
last night that sufficient materials 
were in the hands of contractors 
and dealers. to permit home and 
commercial construction to con- 
tinue for some time on.a gradual- 
ly diminishing basis. 
It was made clear. that stocks 
in possession of dealers were not 
frozen by the action taken by the 
Supply, Priorities and Allocations 
Board in forbidding the use of 
“critical materials” in a public or 
private construction not essential 
to defense or public health: and 
safety. . 

As these stocks in many cases 
were considerable, an official of 
the priorities division said a per- 
son intending to build a home was 
probably safe in proceeding if his 
contractor had -the materials or 
positive assurance of getting them. 
Charles F. Palmer, Defense 
Housing Co-ordinator confirmed 
this view, telling a press confer- 
ence: “If a person wants to build 
a residential or commercial con- 
struction, he can go ahead and 
build.” 

Priorities officials were confi- 
dent that low-cost home construc- 
tion would be permitted to pro- 
ceed in the many “defense areas” 
defined by the Office of Produc- 
tion Management last month. 
Schools for ‘children .of defense 
workers in those areas presum- 
ably could be built also, it was 
stated, along with hospitals and 
water installations.

In the Bryansk area the Soviet 
air force was said to have 
struck behind the German lines 
and destroyed 20 planes in a sur- 
prise foray on a Nazi air base, Five 
other German planes were said to 
have been downed yesterday on 
the approaches to Moscow. 

On the southern front, the Nazis 
were reported to be pressing to- 
ward the Ukrainian city gf Meli- 
topol, advancing at a number of 
points despite heavy losses. Red 
Star said the Russians there con- 
ducted an orderly retreat, but “the 
situation remains extremely grave, 
with a direct danger threatening 
a number of the most important 
industrial centers of the Sea of 
Azov region.” 

From far Northern Murmansk, a 
dispatch said, combined British and 
Russian fighter forces had turned 
back a German attempt to raid the 
ice-free port, Of 25 German raid- 
ers it said five were downed, three 
by British Hurricanes, and the 
Russian-British squadron suffered 
no losses. 

Retreat in Bryansk Areéa. 

Soviet armies outflanked in the 
Bryansk sector 200 miles southwest 
of Moscow were reported to have 
withdrawn to new positions last 
night under cover of heavy counter- 
attacks. 

The Red command thus was de- 
clared to have removed the danger 
of entrapment to its divisions far- 
thest from the capital in the Vyaz- 
ma-Bryansk-Orel battle zone and 
re-established the defense arc men- 
aved by the blows of German ar- 
mored detachments. 

(How far the Bryansk defenders 
had withdrawn to the east was 
not stated. However, the River 
Oka and a tributary, the Ugra, 
form a logical combat line for the 
Russians from the forests near 
Vyazma to the black earth area 
northeast of German-held Orel, 
and again to the Volga, 220 miles 
east of Moscow. The rivers meet 
at the railway city of Kaluga, 100

(A possible broadening of the 
German offensive was indicated in 
Berlin reports of a Nazi drive from 
the Valdai Hills toward Rzhev, 
135 miles northwest of Moscow 
and 100 miles north of Vyazma.)

FREE PRESS IN PERIL 
60. LEADER WARNS 


Chairman Martin Says ‘Unde- 
niable Suppression’ Is Real 
Danger to U. §&. 


LEBANON, O., Oct. 11 (AP).— 
Warnings that freedom of the 
press is imperiled and that the na- 
tioh’s constitutional Government is 
in jeopardy were sounded today 
by Joseph W. Martin Jr., Republi- 
can Congressional leader and 
chairman of the party's national 
committee. 

“Whatever threats may face this 
nation from power-lustful aggres- 
sors abroad; whatever menace may 
lie in the actions of dictators in 
lands across the sea, one real dan- 
ger to our nation here at home lies 
in the slow but undeniable suppres- 
sion of freedom of the press,” Mar- 
tin declared, 

Martin made the statement in a 
speech prepared for delivery at the 
dedication of a memorial plaque 
presented by the Daughters of the 
American Revolution to the West- 
ern Star, commemorating it as the 
oldest weekly newspaper west of 
the Appalachian mountains. Found- 
ed in 1806, it now is owned by Con- 
gressman Clarence I. Brown of the 
seventh district. 

Those now crying the loudest 
that the press must be maintained 
free are those who “would help to 
impair ita freedom in this coun- 
try,” Martin declared. 

“If the people do not stand to- 
gether to uphold the freedom of 
the press, their newspapers cannot 
long stand to uphold the freedom 
of the people.

FORMER GOV, HYDE SEES 
NATION ‘FALLING INTO CHAOS’ 


‘Need to Unify Ideals of Justice, 
He Tells Methodist 


Laymen. 

Arthur M. Hyde, former Secre- 
tary of Agriculture and former 
Governor of Missouri, declared 
here yesterday that virtual law- 
lessness in economic and social 
thought is the prime reason for 
this nation’s “increasing chaos.” 
Speaking before a laymen’s ses- 
sion of the annual conference of 
the Methodist Church at Union 
Methodist Chureh, 3610 Grandel 
square, he deplored the prevalence 
of variable standards in econom- 
ics, politics, society and morality. 

“Here is no fanciful field,” he 
said. “This nation is falling into 
chaos for precisely the reason that 
men's ideals are drifting wide 
apart, and men’s actions are com- 
ing more and more to be gov- 
erned by their own economic 
needs, less and less by ideals of 
justice and right, more and more 
by their power to exert mass pres- 
sure upon society, less and less 
by fixed standards of morals.” 

Asserting that the “supreme so- 
cial job of Christianity” is to set 
up moral standards for men and’ 
unify the ideals of justice, Hyde 
added: “The church must resell 
the Decalogue of the Christian— 
or stand idly by while the flames 
of hatred, war and greed destroy 
all civilization, which also means 
the church.” Hyde was the prin- 
cipal speaker at the session which 
also was addressed by Dr. E. Stan- 
ley Jones, missionary to India, and 
Dr. Ralph E. Diffendorfer, execu- 
tive secretary, Division of Foreign 
Missions.

FOUND GUILTY I 
PICKET-LINE FIGHT 


Convicted of Resisting Po- 
lice at International Har- 
vester Piant at Rich- 
mond, Ind. 


WINCHESTER, Ind. Oct. ll 
(AP).—Leaders in the Congress of 
Industrial. Organizations today 
pledged a fight in Indiana's high- 
est court to clear 14. men convict- 
ed of resisting police’ during a 
picket-line fight in Richmond, Ind., 
on March 27. 

A Randolph County Circuit 
Court jury, in a trial that began 
@ month before to the day, re 
turned its verdict last night after 
five hours’ deliberation. 

The 14 members of the CIO 
Farm Equipment Workers’ Organ- 
izing Committee were convicted of 
resisting policemen who ran non- 
union workers past pickets to open 
an International Harvester plan 
which had been closed by a strike. 
More than 20 persons were hurt 
in fighting. . 

Twenty-three other persons, in- 
cluding three’ women, were ac 
quitted. Only two of the convict- 
ed were ‘from Richmond; the 
others were from Chicago and 
Dayton, O. 

“The 11 farmers and a garage 
mechanic on the jury recommend- 
ea $100 fines and costs for all 14 
convicted; 90-day terms in Put- 
namville State Penal Farm for the 
ldécal union president, Clifford 
Kerr of Richmond, and Organizer 
Robert Foley of Chicago, and 60- 
day terms for 11 others. 

Judge J. W. Macy said he would 
pass sentence Oct. 20. 

Powers Hapgood, CIO: Indiana 
regional director and chairman of 
the National Richmond Defense 
Committee, and Andrew Jacobs, 
defense attorney, both of Indian- 
apolis, said an appeal would be 
taken to the Indiana Supreme 
Court. 

“We're going to fight to the 
limit,” Hapgood said, “to. clear 
those men.” 

The union struck in mid-Febru- 
ary for higher pay, elimination of 
piecework and special concessions 
to drafted men. 

The plant, employing 1165 men 
and women in production of dairy 
equipment and farm machinery 
parts, closed shortly afterward. 
The union voted to end the strike 
a few days after the plant was 
reopened.

DETROIT, Oct. 11 (AP).—Rob- 
ert G. Ewald, former Detroit coun- 
cilman who was convicted of tak- 
ing a $5000 bribe while in office, 
was sentenced yesterday to 3 to 
10 years in ‘prison. 

Ewald was the third Detroit 
councilman to get a prison sen- 
tence on bribery charges. Already 
in prison are John Hamilton and 
Harry I. Dingeman. The bribes 
were in connection with the award- 
ing of a contract on the $16,000,- 
000 Herman Gardens housipg proj- 
ect. 

Ewald will remain at liberty on 
$10,000 bond while his attorney 
prepares an appeal.

THE REAL VIEW OF CONGRESS 


URING the coming debate on 

American foreign policy, it is 

important to keep clearly in 
mind the actual record of Con- 
gress. Since actions speak louder 
than words, that record expresses 
the real view of Congress, 

The record throws a strong white 
light on two contentions of which 
we shall probably hear a good 
deal. One is that the President's 
policy of aiding the Allies has con- 
jured up a danger which, had we 
remained strictly neutral, would 
not exist. The other is that the 
Neutrality Act is still an effective 
insulation against America's being 
involved in ver. 


HE record shows that before 

the policy of aiding the Allies 
was put into effect and more than 
a year before there was any *talk 
whatever of repealing the Neutral- 
ity Act, Congress recognized the 
danger of Hitler by adopting the 
most far-reaching measures of na- 
tional defense in the whole history 
of the nation. 

Hitler invaded Holland on’ May 
10. On May 16, the President asked 
for the first emergency appropria- 
tion. On May 31, he asked for the 
second, and also for authority ‘to 
call the National Guard and “army 
reserves to active duty. :Congress 
acted with considerable’ speed. On 
June 11, it had completed a. naval 
supply bill; on’ June 13, a military 
supply bill; on June 14 a naval 
expansion bill; on June 26, the first 
emergency appropriation. On July 
10, the President asked for a third 
emergency appropriation. On July 
19, Congress had authorized a two- 
ocean navy. On Aug. 27, Congress 
had authorized the calling of the 
National Guard and it. was debat- 
ing conscription, - which was 
adopted by Sept. 16. 

The record shows clearly: that 
Hitler’s invasion and conquest of 
France convinced. Congress that 
America must have a two-Ocean 
navy, an immense air force, 'and 
compulsory military service. None 


of these measures was taken to 


carry outa policy of aiding the 
Allies. And almost no one in Con- 
gress thought the Neutrality Act 
made it unnecessary to take these 
extraordinary measures, 


¥ * * 

ROM June to September, 1940, 

the country was committed by 
repeated and conclusive votes of 
Congress to the position that a 
victory by .Hitler and his allies 
would be an extreme danger to 
America. Congress made this rec- 
ord after France. had fallen, while 
Britain was threatened with inva- 
sion, and before the Balkans or 
Russia had been drawn into the 
war. Congress did not take these 
extraordinary measures in order to 
help the British; it took them at 
the very time when it seemed most 
probable that there might soon be 
no British to help. With the excep- 
tion of conscription, which was 
carried by majorities of about two 
to one in both houses, almost .all 
of these measures were adopted 
without a division, that is virtually 
by unanimous consent. 

Surely the record is an absolute 
refutation of the whole isolationist 
argument that but for the inter- 
ventionists the country would. not 
be in peril. For the record ghows 
that Congress was never s0 unani- 
mously aroused as in the months 
of June to September, 1940, when 
the United States’ was threatened 
with the actuality of complete iso- 
lation.

HE truth of the matter is that 

the interventionist policy of 
aiding the Allies was. put into 
effect after the Congress had 
recognized the danger of Hitler. 
and as a means of supplementing 
and reinforcing the emergency na- 
tional defense program. Congress 
already had two great emergency 
appropriations under consideration 
before the President made his first 
vague verbal commitment on June 
10 to give material aid to the vic- 
tims of aggression. As a matter 
of fact, apart from the sale of 
some surplus stocks of weapons,

After May, 1940,.no one dreamed 
of regarding the Neutrality Act as 
useful to American defense, as pro- 
viding ahy kind of guaranty. that 
the Americas could by its pro- 
visions any ionger be insulated 
against war. 


The question then was no longer 
whether the Neutrality Act pro- 
tects America against its enemies. 
The votes of Congress on the navy, 
the air force and the army had 
ahswered that question once and 
for all. The question had become 
whether this act, which no one re- 
lied on to restrain Hitler, was not 
seriously restraining America from 
helping itself. 


HAT is the real issue» which 
now goes to Congress: since it 
is evident that Congress does 
not rely.on the Neutrality Act to 
stop Hitler, sin¢e Hitler is ob- 
viously not being stopped by it, 
what does the act now do, what 
purpose does it serve, except to 
stop America from doing what it 
needs to do.and means to do in the 
defense of its own vital interests?
